Bishop William M. Wight man, President of the Conference , in the chair.

The Conference was led in prayer by the Bishop. 

At the request of the President, John S. Martin, Secretary of the last Confer- 
ence, called the Roll of clerical members, and one hundred and ten answered 
to their names.

The Report of the Committee appointed in the case of William A. Bryan 
was presented, read and adopted, as follows : 

The Committee to which was referred the case of Wm. A. Bryan respect- 
fully report that we have carefully considered the proceedings in said case, and 
find them all in due form, and the finding of the Committee of Investigation 
justified by the facts; but inasmuch as the penalty already inflicted is perhaps 
adequate, and the accused has requested that he be entered “ withdrawn ,” we 
deem further trial unnecessary, and recommend that the request be granted.

The President presented the action of the late General Conference adopted 
by that body by a two-thirds vote, as follows: 

“ The Committee on Itinerancy have had under very careful consideration 
the many papers from various sources in regard to the composition and basis 
of representation of a General Conference, and report the following as the re- 
sult of their deliberations : 

1. They recommend that answers 1 and 2 to question 1, section 1, chapter II, 
pages 32 and 33 of the Discipline, be so amended as to read as follows, viz : 

1. The General Conference shall be composed of one clerical member for 
every thirty-six members of each Annual Conference, and an equal number of 
lay members. Of the lay members from an Annual Conference, one may be a 
local preacher. 

The clerical representatives shall be elected by the clerical members of the 
Annual Conference ; provided that such representatives shall have been travel - 
ing preachers at least four calendar years next preceding their election, and 
are in full connection with an Annual Conference when elected, and also at the 
time- of holding the General Conference. The lay representatives shall be 
elected by the lay members of the Annual Conference ; prodded that such rep- 
resentatives be twenty-five years of age, and shall have been members of our 
church for at least six calendar years next preceding the time of their election, 
and also at the time of holding the General Conference. 

2. An Annual Conference, entitled under the second Restrictive Rule to one 
ministerial delegate, shall not be denied the privilege of one lay delegate, and 
he may be a local preacher. 

The Committee also recommend that the second Restrictive Rule in the Dis- 
cipline, page 38, be so amended as to read as follows, viz : 
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2. They shall not allow of more than one representative for every eighteen 
members, nor allow of a less number than one for every sixty ; provided , never- 
theless, that when there shall be in any Annual Conference a fraction of two- 
thirds the number which shall be fixed for the ratio of representation, such 
Annual Conference shall be entitled to an additional delegate for such fraction ; 
and provided also, that no Conference shall be denied the privilege of two dele- 
gates — one clerical and one lay.”

2. Let special Missionary Conferences be held at convenient centres on all 
the Districts where preachers and speakers may be available. 

3. Let special attention be given to the subject of Missions at all the District 
Conferences, and special services be held in behalf of the Missionary cause. 

4. Let the preachers pteach specially on the subject of Missions on the occa- 
sion of raising Missionary collections. 

5. Let all our Sunday-schools be formed into Missionary Societies. 

6. Let suitable persons be appointed, at the beginning of the year, to raise, 
by private solicitation, missionary money. 

7. Let Societies, auxiliary to the Women’s Missionary Society of the Balti- 
more Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, be organized 
wherever it is practicable.

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Rev. GEORGE GIBSON BROOKE. 

Rev. George Gibson Brooke, the subject of this brief memoir, was removed 
from the scene of his long and useful earthly life on the 8tli day of December, 
1878, in the seventieth year of his age, and in the fiftieth year of his itinerant 
ministry. He was born and raised in Fauquier county, Virginia. Favored 
with the watch-care of a pious mother, he was happily converted in his youth ; 
and believing himself to be moved by the Holy Ghost to preach the gospel to 
his fellow men, he was not disobedient to the heavenly calling He was 
licensed to preach, and duly recommended to and received on probation by the 
Baltimore Conference, when about twenty years of age. During his long min- 
isterial career his labors were distributed over a large proportion, not only of 
what is now the territory of the Baltimore Conference, but of the larger area 
formerly included within its boundaries. His earnest voice was heard, as the 
faithful herald of salvation, during the last half-century, by the people of many 
charges, extending from Pocahontas and Greenbrier counties, beyond the Alle- 
ghanies, in West Virginia, to the shores of the Chesapeake bay, and into Penn- 
sylvania. During this time he was stationed one ministerial term in Cham- 
bersburg, Pennsylvania ; one term at the Calvary charge, one at Whatcoat 
Church, and one at Seamen’s Bethel, in Baltimore ; two terms of his pastoral 
labor were spent on Woodstock Circuit; one at Salem, Virginia, and one at 
Piedmont. He was remarkable for constancy and earnestness in bis private 
devotions, and for earnest, unwavering faith in the Divine promises ; and the 
counterpart of these characteristics was presented in life and earnestness in his 
public ministrations, and the Head of the church owned and blessed his labors 
and gave him very many seals to his ministry. There are, perhaps, few whom 
we have known and loved as fellow laborers in the vineyard of our common 
Lord and Master who have been honored with more abundant fruit in the con- 
version of souls than was our dear Brother Brooke. In social life he was char- 
acteristically genial, courteous, kind and obliging. As a pastor he was faithful 
and vigilant, and uniformly beloved. In early life he was united in marriage 
to Eliza Jane, daughter of H^n. Ballard Smith, of Greenbrier county, Virginia, 
(now West Virginia,) who has shared the joys and sorrows of his itinerant 
pilgrimage with him, and who survives, in the loneliness of widowhood, to 
await the time of reunion in the better home in Heaven. Brother Brooke 
served as a chaplain in the Confederate Army during the late war ; and while 
occupying that laborious and difficult position, such was his fidelity that he 
commanded the respect and won the love of all that knew him. Wherever we 
meet a soldier who knew him in the army, we meet one who bears testimony 
to his sterling worth as an earnest minister of the Lord Jesus and as an un- 
tiring friend of humanity. The closing period of his labor and the circum- 
stances of his departure were in remarkable harmony with the distinguishing 
characteristics of his long and useful life. He was approaching the close of 
the second year of his term of service as the pastor ef the Berryville Circuit. 
His ministry had been crowned with a large measure of success. He had been 
engaged in conducting revival services for several weeks, during which time 
several scores of souls had been converted and brought into the church. It 
was Saturday night. In the enjoyment of usual health, he had completed his

preparation for his jpulpit duties on the Sabbath. When about to retire, he said 
to his companion : “ If I had some items of temporal business attended to, I 
would be ready to die now.” His hitherto vigorous frame was struck by 
apoplexy. He never spoke again. On Sabbath morning his spirit winged its 
way from the palsied tenement of clay to that home towards which he had 
been journeying during the long years of the past, and about which he so 
often spoke with glowing rapture whils mingling with his brethren in the 
work of the Divine Master. 

“ Servant of God, well done ! 

Rest from thy loved employ ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won ; 

Enter thy Master’s joy. 

The voice at midnight came; 

He started up to hear ; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame ; 

He fell, but felt no fear.” 



Rev. WILLIAM J. PERRY. 

Rev. William J. Perry was born of Methodist parents, in the city of Phila- 
delphia, June 11th, 1839. When a boy in Sunday School he was converted to 
God, and immediately united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

He graduated at the Philadelphia City College as A. M. with the honors of 
his class — then in his eighteenth year. Soon after, he accepted the call to the 
charge of an academy in Anne Arundel county, Maryland. While there he 
was licensed to pleach by the Quarterly Conference of West River Circuit. 
He was received on trial by the Baltimore Conference, March, 1858, and ap- 
pointed to Severn Circuit. In 1859 he was appointed to Salem Circuit; iu 
1860, to Jefferson; 1861, to Summerfield Circuit. In this last field, as in the 
preceding, he served with acceptance, and was much* desired, until he was 
called to a choice, either to fulfil the pledges before made by the Baltimore Con - 
ference to her people or to abandon them. He boldly maintained his fidelity 
to those pledges, and resolved to stand on the resolutions adopted at the Con- 
ference, in Staunton, 1861. This decision chilled the friendship of some who 
were once lavish with their attentions and service. He removed to the City of 
Baltimore, where he rejoiced to co operate with the small, but heroic band of 
ministers of like sentiments in preaching the Word in different parts of the 
city, though in rented halls, even amid scorn and persecution. At one time he 
had charge of the church at Chatswortli, and at the close of the war, until the 
Conference of 1866, he had charge of the congregation of the Central Church, 
then worshipping in the hall over the Eutaw Savings Bank of Baltimore. He 
was devoted, even then, in his attachments to Southern Methodism in its con- 
nectional form ; and though adhering to the resolutions of the Staunton Con- 
ference of 1861, yet he looked forward when, under more peaceful times, the 
Baltimore Conference could formally unite with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. In this he joyfully participated at the memorable Conference 
in Alexandria, in 1866. During the period of civil strife already referred to, he 
was forced by necessity to teach school for a support, as well as preach. As 
an educator he won the favor of many in Baltimore, and but for failing health 
he might have responded to calls from higher institutions of our church. His 
mind was disciplined and stored with varied knowledge. His voice was well 
modulated and of ready utterance. His manners were easy and unembar- 
rassed in presence of persons of culture. His physical frame was not robust, 
yet at first elastic and enduring, and with no hereditary tendency to consump- 
t on. But with a nature sensitive, and a mental organization overtaxed during 
the five years of trial before noticed, the strain was too great, and he gradually 
wasted away. Thus reduced, his struggle under financial pressure was una- 
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voidable, yet he toiled that he might not be chargeable to others. In the 
fall of 1876 he removed to the home of his father-in-law, Rev. J. 8. Martin, 
then stationed in Staunton, Virginia, and subsequently with his family occu- 
pied a house in that city. Many friends were there drawn to him from all 
classes. The kindness and sympathy of the people of Staunton were to him 
most soothing through months of affliction, and called forth expressions of 
grateful admiration. For weeks his sufferings were great, yet he was uncom- 
plaining, and endured with great fortitude. His hold on Christ became still 
stronger as life’s stream receded. With great composure he gave direction as 
to his family and all arrangements. He committed to God’s care his wife and 
four small children he was then leaving, and on the morning of the 12th of 
May, 1878, in the 39th year of his age, he “ fell asleep in Jesus.” 



Rev. JAMES HIGGINS. 

Rev. .lames Higgins was born in the year 1809, in Frederick county, Md., near 
the village ®f New Market, and died in Baltimore city February 13th, 1879. His 
father, Rev. James Higgins, was a prominent local preacher, and a co-laborer 
with Strawbridge, Asbury, Nicholas Snethen and other notable men of God, 
whose life and labors contributed so largely to the spread of our beloved 
Methodism, and to stamp it with its earliest and best peculiarities. Born 
under the sanctifying influences of a home where experimental religion was 
distinctly held, not only as a conviction of the mind, but lived and enjoyed as 
a divinely attested truth. As might be expected, the sacred influences of home 
and parental instructions made a prplound and lasting impression on the 
youthful heart and life of our brother. For as early as the year 1829 he was 
happily converted to God, under the ministry of that venerable and eminently 
useful man of God, the Rev. George Hildt, of the M. E. Church. The zeal, 
piety and gifts of young Higgins were such that he was pressed at once into 
the service of the church, for soon after his conversion he was licensed to 
preach. Brother Higgins was blessed with a rare combination of elements of 
mind and heart, which to a high degree fitted him for the high and holy mis- 
sion which began at his conversion and only ended with his life. 

As an educator, for which he had rare aptness and adaptation in every way, 
he was highly patronized and greatly successful. Many persons, now useful 
and even distinguished in the church and State, owe much to the foundation 
laid for a life of usefulness by the wise and competent labors of brother Hig- 
gins. Asa local preacher, he was sought after, active, evangelical and useful. 
Though for more than a quarter of a century he preached in the city of Balti- 
more as a local preacher, there was no pulpit where he was not acceptable, and 
no plan of appointments for the city charges without the frequent repetition of 
his name, and no name on the long list of local preachers was more honored or 
favored by preachers and people than that of James Higgins. He not only 
wore well, but grew and advanced, both in the sphere and degree of useful- 
ness in his own communion and other churches. In the year 1833 he married 
the widow Adgate, a sister of the late Dr. Edwin Dorsey, once a prom- 
inent member of the Baltimore Conference. Many years of consecration to 
God were spent by this devout couple in the city of Baltimore, where they 
were held in high esteem, exerted much social and religious influence, and were 
greatly loved by their own church. He finally determined to become an itin- 
erant, and in 1866 w T as employed by Dr. Regester to act as junior preacher on 
Laurel Circuit, where he labored with efficiency and success. In 1867 he was 
admitted into the traveling connection, at Trinity Church, Baltimore, and w r as 
appointed to Talbot Circuit, where he served two years. In 1869 he went to 
Christiansburg. In 1870 he was appointed to South Branch. In 1871 he was 
appointed to Cumberland Station. In 1872 he went back to South Branch. 
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In 1873 he was appointed to Taylor’s Circuit, but was removed to Kent. 
From 1875 to 1879 his field was Warrenton. At Warrenton his four 
years of service were fruitful of great good as pastor and preacher; 
he wielded an influence which commanded the confidence and love of 
the whole community. His was the grave dignity of the man of God. 
The anxious and watchful solicitude of a true pastor, the elegance 
and urbanity of his manners as a Christian and gentleman of refine- 
ment and culture, gave weight and efficiency to his pastorate and ministry. 
His own people were edified, and healthful spiritual conditions were soon de- 
veloped in his charge. As a preacher, brother Higgins was more than ordin- 
ary, both in gifts and culture ; his manner was grave and dignified ; his style 
simple, direct and expository ; his language plain and select, and while humble 
and even timid in the pulpit, he spoke as an embassador of God, and was a suc- 
cessful preacher, winning souls to Christ. While humbly, in honor prefer- 
ring others, his gifts were diversified ; he could sing, pray, preach or exhort 
with equal facility. His last year at Warrenton was a fitting close of his long 
and useful ministry. Embalmed in the affections of his own people, loved and 
respected by all classes of the community, he possessed in a high degree the fra- 
ternal regard of sister churches. An attack of paralysis, which seemed to 
threaten his life, awakened anxious and general solicitude on the part of the 
good people of his charge and the community. From this attack he so far 
recovered that on January 4th and 5th he attended his last quarterly meeting ; 
and he and his friends anticipated that the reports he then prepared wouid be 
presented by him in person at this our annual reunion. But these anticipa- 
tions were vain. The fatal disease soon returned, and the loss of the use of his 
right side and the loss of speech quickly succeeded each other, and it was man- 
ifest to all, his useful life was about to close, in the midst of his anxious and 
weeping flock. Among his last utterances was the quotation to his wife of the 
Savior’s words of comlort to His Disciples : “In my Father’s house are many 
mansions.” And he added : “ Though I feel my imperfection and helplessness, 
I am sure that through Christ there is one for me.” 

On the 2d of February he was moved from Warrenton to Baltimore, where, 
at the residence of his wife’s son-in-law, Mr. Duer, he lingered till February 
13th, when the released spirit ascended, at the call of the Master, from the 
scenes of militant labor to the glorious triumphs of unending rest. 

The remains of brother Higgins were deposited in Greenmount Ceme- 
tery, there to await the resurrection of the Just. Many ministers attended his 
funeral. The sermon was preached by the Kev. Dr. Poisal. Drs. S. K. Cox 
and Rodgers, and the venerable brother George Hildt, who took brother Hig- 
gins into the church about fifty years ago, were present, and participated in the 
funeral services. 

“ Mark the perfect man, and behold the upright, for the end of that man is 
peace.” 

And such in life and death was our brother deceased. 



Rev. JOHN N. GRAY. 

Rev. John N. Gray exchanged the labors and sufferings of earth for the rest 
and glory of Heaven, October 18th, 1878 

There are no facts from which to furnish an account of his early history. 
The records of the Conference show that he was admitted on trial into the 
Baltimore Conference March, 1860, at Winchester, Va., and appointed to East 
Rockingham, where he served two years as junior preacher ; 1862-3, to Mon- 
roe; 1864-5, to Church ville Circuit. 

At the session of the Conference in Alexandria, 1866, he was ordained Dea- 
con and Elder, by Bishop Early, and appointed to Rockbridge Circuit. He was 
appointed in 1867-8 to Big Lick ; 1868-9 to Fincastle ; 1869-70 to White Sul- 
hur; 1870-1 to Union ; 1871-2 to Sinking Creek ; 1872-3 to Fincastle ; 1873-4 
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to Lafayette Mission ; 1874-5 to Petersburg ; 1875-6 to Peterstown ; 1876-8 to 
North River. At the last session of our Conference he was placed on the 
Supernumerary list, in connection with the North River Circuit, where he re- 
mained, at the residence of Win. Pepper, Esq., till the close of his earthly life, 
doing such work as he could. 

Brother Gray was a man of most excellent character — a true man in every 
sense, thoroughly devoted to his work. 

He was a good preacher, sound and practical. He exerted a good influence 
on society wherever his lot was cast. Always laboring under ill-health, he bore 
his sufferings with great patience, and in his last affliction was perfectly 
resigned to the will of God. His end was peace.

REPORT No. 1 OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 



Your Committee, after gathering and considering the facts concerning the 
several institutions of learning under the auspices of our Conference, makes 
the following report : 



Randolph Macon College. 



This Institution is in the 47th year of its history, and is the oldest Methodist 
College in the South. It still offers to our people, for their sons, the great ben- 
efits of a thorough mental education under the most decided Christian influences. 

It is a pleasure to know that in the midst of the hardest times the patronage 
has been so generous ; the number of matriculates for the present session being 
125, only 13 less than the number the same time last year. The course of 
instruction is full in every branch taught in a regular collegiate course ; and 
the teachers are devoted and closely attentive to their w r ork. 

The progress of the students has been most satisfactory during the present 
session. As a positive proof of this, we are informed by the President, Dr. 
Bennett, that the average as made by the whole body of students, as shown by 
one of the regular reports, has been nearly as high as 90 per cent, on 100— the 
mark for perfect recitations. 

The moral tone of the College cannot be surpassed. A large majority of the 
students are consistent professors of religion. Recognizing the great value of 
the social element in developing religious character, such meetings as promote 
it are adhered to with steadiness and profit. There are regular cl ass -meetings, 
prayer-meetings, and Bible-readings, with expositions, all regularly attended 
and heartily enjoyed. A large proportion of the students are enrolled in the 
Sunday School work, and every Professor and Assistant Professor is a regular 
teacher. 

The fruits of such labors appear in the gracious revivals which have blessed 
the College every session of its history. At this very tame there is a work of 
grace in progress, in which a number of students have found Christ ; while 
many more are pressing forward to touch Him and live. Should we not cher- 
ish an Institution upon which God has so manifestly set His seal ? Should we 
not seek to place our sons where they can be thoroughly educated, arid, at the 
same time, he led to the “ fountain of living waters?” 
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In this age of specious skepticism it is the imperative duty of every parent 
to educate his children in schools where the Bible is received and revered as 
the Word of God, and Christ accepted as the Great Teacher. As Methodists, 
one of the powerful branches of the great Christian Family, we must main- 
tain, by all our influence and all our means, our own institutions of learning. 
If we do not, we may be sure others will not do it for us. 

Our grand agency for this and every other Church work, tested through 
ages, and approved of God, is our itinerant ministry. We would, therefore, 
appeal to our brethren to work earnestly among our people for the promotion 
of our educational work in all its branches, “ that our sons and daughters may 
be polished after the similitude of a palace;” that our beloved Methodism 
press forward boldly in that great work to which Wesley opened the way, and 
to which he so ardently and untiringly devoted his great endowments and 
heroic soul — the education of the masses under the transforming powder of 
Bible truth. 

We call special attention to the efforts now being made to entirely release the 
College of debt ; and to secure a sufficient building and endowment fund. At 
the annual meeting of the Trustees, last June, it was resolved to raise the sum 
of $25,000, to pay off the entire indebtedness of the College ; and the Presi- 
dent was requested to devote as much time as he could spare from professional 
duties to this work. He has done so during vacation, and as far as possible 
during the session. 

The amount subscribed to this time on this plan is $9,600, with nearly $700 
in cash donations from the Sunday Schools of the two Conferences. 

Of the portion of the debt, $10,000. which it was believed our Conference 
w T ould raise, $4,235.90 have been secured, and nearly all since last June. This 
is an indication of what we can do if we will. 

The idea of bringing our Sunday Schools to feel a direct personal interest in 
the College, by donations of such amounts as they may be able and willing to 
give,*we regard as valuable and practicable. There are more than 400 schools 
in our Conference ; and an average of $10 from each would make a handsome 
total. Thus far we learn that the donations from this source have averaged 
above $16. But few schools have yet responded. The whole amount thus 
raised is $321, of which the following sums have been paid, viz: Trinity, 
Baltimore, $60; Winchester, $61.25, of which $51.25 were from the infant 
class; Harrisonburg, $25 ; Leesburg, 10; Greenville, $10. 

We hope our Sunday-schools generally will take stock in this matter, and 
show how 7 much can be done by gathering in one stream all the little rills. 

We recommend that the “ Board of Finance ” assess to the several Districts 
of the Conference the usual $2,000, for current expenses of the College.

Wesleyan Female Institute , Staunton , Va. 

It is a pleasurable duty to report this Institution in a flourishing condition, 
despite the financial stfingency of the times and the late prevalence of yellowy- 
fever in the Southern Sthtes, by which a number of students engaged w r ere 
prevented from coming. At present there are ninety-five boarding pupils from 
fifteen different States. 

This Institution possesses every requisite for the impartation of a liberal 
education to young ladies, being controlled in all its departments by a 
thoroughly competent and efficient corps of instructors. 
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The present indebtedness of the Institution is $24,205.81, which is really an 
increase on last year’s report, but is accounted for by the fact that the Trus- 
tees have paid about $3,000 of the debt due by the old Institution to the 
“ Preachers’ Aid Society ” of the M. E. Church, which indebtedness was not 
included in the report last year. The present indebtedness will be very mate- 
rially diminished in June next, at which time the annual dividend will be 
declared. 

With the present management of the Institution, and with the same or in- 
creasing patronage, the debt can be cancelled in a few years. The Trustees 
will then be able to carry into effect the long cherished plan of granting gratu- 
itously board and tuition to the daughters of our preachers. As it is now , they 
are giving free tuition, and making deduction for board in many instances of 
fifty per cent. 

For the accomplishment of this desired result, it becomes necessary for each 
member of the Conference to be diligent in the use of his influence to direct 
the attention of our people to this school. 

An advance of even twenty-five per cent, in the patronage would be amply 
abundant to increase the dividends to such a sum as would in a comparatively 
short time cancel the entire bonded debt, and give to the Church full control of 
one of the finest College properties in the South— estimated to be worth at 
least $50,000. 

It is proper to mention that this School is our Conference School in an em- 
phatic sense ; and while encouraging all the schools under our care, let us be 
aroused to the important fact that our best efforts should be given to the Wes- 
leyan Female Institute, at Staunton, Virginia. 

The Valley Female College. 

This College, under the supervision and direction of the President, Rev. B. 
Arbogast, A. M., is reported to us by the “ Visiting Committee ” of our Con- 
ference, and others familiar with its condition, as a flourishing school, furnish- 
ing facilities for thorough education. 

The mature scholarship of the President, combined with many years of ex- 
perience, pledges highest success. This School is located in Winchester, Vir- 
ginia. and is beautifully situated, with commodious and elegant buildings. 

We feel satisfied that this College affords advantages for education equal to 
any other of its grade in our Conference and is w r ortby the patronage of our 
people. We recommend that the Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. B. Ar- 
bogast as President of this School. 

Lonoak Female College. 

This School is situated in Martinsburg, West Virginia, under the manage- 
ment of Rev. J. P. Hyde, A. M , of this Conference. It is beautifully and well 
located, in a healthful section of country, with commodious buildings and ele- 
gant grounds 

It is every way worthy the confidence and patronage of our people. Brother 
Hyde shows decided financial ability in the management of such an institution, 
and is fully alive to the spiritual, intellectual and moral culture of the pupils 
under his care. This is a home school decidedly. 
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We believe this school is doing our Methodism great service in Martinsburg, 
and that section of country, and recommend that brother Hyde be re appointed 
Principal thereof. 



Montgomery Female College. 

This College, under the Presidency of Mrs. O. S. Pollock, is a thoroughly 
organized and well conducted school. 

It is delightfully located at Christiansburg, Virginia ; its buildings and 
grounds are admirably adapted to their purposes, and every way attractive. 
This is emphatically a home school for young ladies. No effort is spared by 
the accomplished Principal to promote both the physical and mental welfare of 
her pupils. We most heartily recommend this school. 

Resolved , That a “ Visiting Committee ” be appointed to each of the Institu- 
tions mentioned in this Report.

We call special attention 
to the magazine with catechism.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL AGENT, BALTIMORE 

CONFERENCE. 

Your agent, passing by matter that might be interesting, but not absolutely 
essential to be mentioned, will not detain the Conference with a lengthy report 
of incidents during the year. 

The agency is important in itself, extending as it does to an outside range or 
field of operation, and opening a great channel of usefulness through which 
many attentive and anxious readers are gathered to the House of God to hear 
the Word of God. 

Many a forlorn house has he entered where the subjects of squalid poverty 
w ere as much delighted as they were astonished to seem him. There he has 
often left a worn sample of his books, which has been eagerly received with 
tears and thanks. 

Many an elegant mansion has he entered, where a supercilious smile seemed 
to say: “ Who here intrudes?” but soon, deeply interested in the works pre- 
sented, they have gladly purchased and warmly urged him to remain, or come 
again with other rare and pious works. 

And thus the visits of your agent with his books has done much good 
and mellowed down a sensorious nature and a prejudiced heart. And we have’ 
reason to believe that his work will add not a little to the moral and religious 
tone of those communities where he has been circulating ; for those who read 
our books are drawn toward us by the rare attraction of a chaste, elegant and 
powerful religious literature, that has the highest commendation of the evan- 
gelical world. 

A highly intelligent and pious Episcopal minister said to your agent : “ I am 
charmed with your works ; they are a little dip deeper than is usual with many 
even careful evangelical writers of the present day.” 
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A Lutheran minister said : “Your works are pure and attractive, and I could 
wish that they were scattered broad-cast through the land.” 

A Baptist preacher said of the “ Tongue of Fire : ” “I would that it were in 
the houses of all my parishoners.” 

A Presbyterian minister said to your agent : “ I highly prize your books ” 
and very earnestly recommended them from his pulpit. And many such 
opinions might be quoted. And they are worthy to be in the most prominent 
place possible in all libraries within our bounds, for they take high rank. 

Your agent has worked continually among all classes of the people, having 
been always in the field, only visiting his family and remaining at home but a 
few days ; and yet the little home circle of his family is as precious and desir- 
able as that of any other minister in this Conference. He loves “ sweet home.’ 
But willing and ready to work with unceasing diligence, he has threaded every 
part of the Conference he could possibly reach, in all seasons of the year, not 
excepting one cold winter day. 

He has travelled 3,212 miles by car and by horse, but mostly on horse-back — 
an average of over eight miles a day the year through. He has visited 
2,872 families — an average of almost eight families a day through the entire 
year. He has preached one hundred and nine sermons and delivered forty- 
seven Sunday-school addresses. 

He has sold $551.30 worth of books, netting a profit of $248.13; and taken 
up Sunday-school collections amounting to the sum of $77.02 ; and expended 
for travelling $23.87, leaving a balance of $301.28 for the support of his family, 
with the addition of the small sum of $140 appropriation ; making in all only 
$441.28. 

Thus you see the rigid economy to which his family must have been sub- 
jected. 

But your agent is thankful to God that his ministry has not been unsuccess- 
ful in reaching the vital results promised in the Word of God; for God has 
blessed him with revivals in his evangelical labors at different points, scores 
having been converted under his ministry. Those were season^ of great 
refreshment to his own soul, and those places were green spots in the outside 
range of his field of labor. 

He has been greeted with cordiality and treated with courtesy by those Pre- 
siding Elders and preachers in whose field of labor he has been. They have 
kindly divided their work with him, and recommended him and his work to 
their congregations with pleasure and warmth, and in this respect he has en- 
joyed many blessings with them, so that he has not found one selfish and dis- 
tant one among them. 

But there is a secularity about this work that is not exactly congenial with 
his spirit, nor elevating to his feelings. He confesses that it is not a little dis- 
tasteful and sometimes mortifying to the flesh. But he has never flinched, for 
he started with the resolution to work in any harness, so that God’s glory 
should be promoted, and he secure some competency and comfort for his fam- 
ily, and therefore does not expect to make his own appointments, but patiently 
endure unto the end.

Resolved , That we more than ever approve our general organ, The NashviUe 
Christian Advocate, and commend it to our people ; and that, in view ©f the re- 
duction of the price and the intrinsic merit of the paper, it can and ought to 
reach the circulation of thirty thousand called for by the agent. 

Resolved, That our Sunday school publications, under the management of 
Dr. Cunnyngham, do richly merit continued and increasing favor and patron- 
age throughout our Church ; and that we urge upon our people and Sunday- 
schools the importance of supplying themselves with our own literature; and 
that we also call special attention to the books published at our House — so 
worthy to be in the possession of every Methodist family. 

Theological and Homoletical Montldy. 

W e beg leave to call the attention of the Conference to The Theological and 
Homoletical Monthly, published by Rev. R. M. Sledd, D. D., of Richmond, Va., 
as occupying a department of literature never before entered by our Church ; 
and we cheerfully commend it to the patronage of our preachers and people.

Whereas, the Baltimore Episcopal Methodist has been established, and is 
continued with especial regard to the needs of our Conference and people for

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

The Committee on Temperance beg leave to report that having carefully 
considered the subject, they are fully persuaded that four-fifths of the pauper- 
ism and crime so prevalent in the land is t© be attributed to intemperance. 
Without compromise or concealment, it is our honest conviction that this 
deadly evil to our fallen race is diffusing itself to an alarming extent within 
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the Church as well as in the world. While an evil is limited and weak, it may 
seek concealment and dread exposure ; but when its aggressive forces are fully 
developed and it becomes strong, it throws off its apparent modesty and pre- 
sents itself in a bold, cruel and despotic attitude. Intemperance is capable of a 
practicable illustration of the madness of men, defying the restraints of law. 
Such are the proportions it has assumed in our land as to provoke opposition 
and justify the Church in an earnest, united effort for its suppression. We 
believe the ministers of this Conference to be unanimous in their hostility to 
intemperance, but we are anxious of directing early and earnest attention to 
the aggravating evils of a vice which can not be exaggerated by any form of 
language possible for us to employ. It is the duty of the ministry not only 
from the pulpit, but in their personal intercourse with those who are enslaved, 
and those who send these agents of destruction, to use their influence against 
it, and no compromise ought to be made with any member of our Church who 
indulges in strong drink as a beverage ; therefore, 

Resolved , 1 st, That our people be reminded that the manufacture and sale, as 
well as the use of ardent spirits as a beverage, are positively forbidden by the 
laws of our Church. 

Resolved, 2d, That we urge all our preachers to preach at least once a year in 
all our congregations on this subject.
